1892. As $140,000 of the bonds are held by 
Prensa we 5 fund, on which there 

ue nearly $10,000 of interest, the At- 
torney-General will personally investigate 
the case and bring suit against the county 
to, if possible, force the payment of the in- 
terest and principal. 

When the bonds were issued there was a 
serious question as to their validity and 
suit was brought to prevent their issuance, 
but the case was compromised privately and 


the holdérs of the ‘bonds at once 


to dispose of them to the State school fund 
at par. The county never received any val- 
ue for the bonds and the proceeds from the 
sale of them went into the pockets of a few 
railroad attorneys. Now the officers pro- 
pose to give the bonds a thorough test in 
wean courts, which their predeeessors failed 

Scott County, like many other Western 

counties, was heavily bonded in the 
boom days, and its bonded indebtedness is 
now so great there is little likelihood of its 
ever being able to liquidate. Its population 
has deen steadily dwindling away for the 
last three or four years, and resident prop- 
erty-owners have long since practically 
ceased paying taxes. Non-resident proper- 
ty-owners, who came into possession of 
their holdings by mortgage foreclosures, 
have been paying all of the taxes, and the 
amount collected has been growing less each 
year, until now it is not sufficient to more 
than pay the running expenses of the coun- 
ty, so that as a matter of fact it is not pos- 
sible for the county to longer pay interest 
on its enormous indebtedness. 

There is scarcely a county in the western 
third of the State that is not bonded deyond 
its ability to pay out, and while most of them 
still manage to meet interest obligations 
their income is becoming less each year, and 
provision is being made to pay the principal. 
Many of the counties which at one time at- 
tempted to provide a sinking fund have lost 
what little was accumulated by the failure 
of wildcat banks, and eventually the bond- 
holders will have to stand the loss. 

The default of Western Kansas county 
bonds will, during the next few years, be of 
frequent occurrence, it is thought. Although 
many thousand dollars’ worth of municipal 
bonds were issued in the boom counties, 
there is searcely one in an area of 200 by 
150 miles that has net been defaulted. Many 
of the towns have long ceased to exist.

Front museum increases steadily, On all 
free days the galierres and corridors are 
crowded and Director French’ begins: to feel 
that the museum is somewhat cramped for 
room. Just as soon as the money Gan be ob- 
tained for it a new addition will be built. 

The institute now has a few over 2,500 an- 
nual members, If 1,000 more can be se- 
cured the returns from annual memberships, 
with the door receipts, will assure to the mu- 
seum en income eufficient. for its mainte- 
nance. The art n sel f-support- 
mg: Could the whole institution be made so 
it would be the only great art museum of the 
kind in Auierica which.majntaing itself with- 
out special endowments. The circular letter 
sent but, last week by Secretary 
30,000 Chicago citizens has already borne 
some fruit and-probably will be the means of 
adding many more new members, 

The art school of the Art Institute is larger 
than ever before and in a. more ‘prosperous 
= dition. During the 2 pesto of 

present term there were dver applioa- 
tious for admission. Most of the persons 
making them are now students in the, school. 
The registration is fully 50 per cent, larger 
than for the corresponding period fast year. 
This means that before the end of the pres- 
ent school year the attendance will exceed 
1.000 pupils. The school is already the larg- 
est in this country, and one of the foremost 
in the world in the thoroughness, care, and 
efficiency of the teachmg. The new school 
rooms completed last year are suffictent for 
the accommodation of all pupils up to the 
present time.

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LECTURES 
ON IMPURE WATER. 


Declares the Sewers Emptying Iato the 
‘Lake North of Belmont Avenue Are 
the Chief Sources of Contamination— 
Trouble Is Not Altogether Remediable 


by Drainage Canal—Suggests the Ulti- 
mate Necessity for Public and Private 
Filtering. 

‘Removal of sewage from the river by 
means of the new drainage canal will not se- 
eure to Chicago a pure water supply. Strin- 
gent measures to prevent other sources of 
pollution must be taken before the people of 
this city can draw from Lake ‘Michigan 
water that is free from disease germs and safe 
for domestic use.” 

This is the position taken by Dr. Adolph 
Gehrmann, the City Chemist, in an interest- 
ing lecture delivered before the Chicago 
Acedemy of Sciences last night. It was a 
revelation to many of the members, but Dr. 
Gehrmann presented his arguments in so 
simple and convincing a maoner that there 
was no challenge or discussion of his aeser- 


tions. 

„It,“ said the speaker, the only pollution 
of Chicago's drinking water supply came 
from the overflow inte the lake of the sewage- 
laden river, then the reversal of the current 
and the drawing away from the lake of the 
objechonable matter would solve the prob- 
lem. 

But, unfortunately, there are other and 


serious sources of contamination. One of the 


most serious of these is the dumping of 
dredges close to the shore, many of them be- 
ing emptied, am sorry to say, within one 
and a half miles of the land. Another source. 
of evil is in the refuse and sewage poured into 
— lake by the eighteen sewers, for which 
— is no provision for connection with the 
drainage canal. People living and working 
the shore help to foul the lake waters, 
crews of the icnumerable vessels 
which are daily moving about the cribs are 
— 1 criminally careless in throwing slope 
oon eee bage almost into the very intake pipes. 
Winds which blow dirt and dust off shore, and 


alo 


storms which stir up the sands at the bottom 


ot the shallow waters, also tend to contaminate 
the lake. But, of all these, the worst damage 
is done by the sewers and the dredges. 


Color of Water No Sure Test. 


“Rk + here I would like to say badly dis- 
colored water is not always unheaithy. When 
the discoloration is caused by sand, soot, or 
similar substances there is no danger. On 
the other hand, water laden with the deadiy 
germs of typhoid fever and similar diseases 
is Often clear in color and agreeable in taste. 

* The twelve sewers which empty into the 
lake north of Belmont avenue are the most 
offensively active of all the sewers la their 
work of cuntamination. There is a current 
on this side of the lake which moves to the 
southward at the rate of two and a half to 
four miles an hour and bears the sewage with 
it in an ever widening stream. Whon the 
wind blows bard from the north or no thwest 
this dirty water moves faster, and when the 
winds come from the south it is only : otarded 
a little, The direction which this sewage nat- 
urally tekes brings it ciose to the cribs and as 
a consequence we have, at times, serious at- 
tacks ot typhoid-fever. 

* While, in a natural condition, Chicago 
had the beat water supp'y in the worid statis- 
tios show that we suffer more here from 
typhoid and other water-born diseases than 
any other large city in this country. 
typhoid fever death rate has grown alurming- 
ly, the number of fatal cases in September 
bemg nearly five times greater than in June. 
It might at first seem strange, and owing to 
purely local causes, that these outbreaks oc- 
eur in the far western and southern parts of 
the city, at great distance from the pumping 
works, but this is easily expiuined. The 
germs get into the intake pipes and multiply 
rapidly in the warm waters in the service 
pipes under the city, increasmg in numbers 
with every mile they travel, 

Present Conditions Inimical to Pure Water. 


It is useless to expect fo get pure water 
and t check or destroy the typhoid bacilius 
so long as present conditions exist, The 
drainage canal wil purify our river, but we 
don’t get drinking water from the river. 
What we must do if we wou'd be safe is to 
stop on pe on af * lake from the other 
sources ve named. It is p. obable in order 
to be sure of * u bsolut y rafe water we 
wil: have to adopt a new srystein of. collect ing 
it. At present we work on the idea the lake 
is pure, but exveriments and tests made by 
able men show it is not. No precaution is 
tuken to filter or purify the water before it is 
pum ed into our houses. 

“This is radically wrong and ehould be 
remedied at once. My idea is that all of our 
water thou d be tuken at some point well up 
on the north shore above the sewers, and then 
run to some station where it can be filtered 
through beds of sand of various sizes. This, 
with tne use of filters in the homes, would ef. 
tectually purify the supp y. 

In reply to u question from one of the au- 
dience as to the kind of filter for home use, 
D.., Gehrmann said it should be of some ciose- 
grained, hard material like porcelain. Those 
filters in which the water is put through loose, 
coarse substances, he dec:ared, are worse than 


useless.

What is said to have been a clever move on 
the part of the packers at the Stock-Yards 
to drive from business there the small army 
of speculators was nipped in the bud yester- 
day afternoon at the special meeting of the 
Chicago Live Stock Exchange held in the 
exchange rooms at the Stock-Yards. 

Some time ago it was decided that Rule 
18 needed changing for the good of the busi- 
nesa, Yesterday the matter was brought up 
for discussion. A proposed substitute to 
the rule provided that a commission man 
be responsible for the purchases of specu- 
lators buying through him after the first 


‘purchase unless three days’ notice to the 


contrary be given the Secretary, who would 
then notify parties concerned. 


At the close of the meeting Secretary 


Baker said that the proposed change was 
not made with the connivance of — the 
packers, but at the suggestion of several of 
the commission men who had lost money 
through the actions of some of the specu- 
lators doing business at the yards.

The Evening Post of yesterday printed a 
long article under the heading ‘‘Money 
Thrown Away,” which goes to show it costs 
three times as much to keep the County 
Building in its present filthy condition as it 
does to keep clean any building of its size 
in thecity.

The Post goes on to say: 

‘On the salary list for both buildings are 
custodians, elevator men, watchmen, jani- 
tors, window-cleaners, janitresses, engi- 
neers, firemen, carpenters, plumbers, and 
coalheavers. The work, therefore, for which 
the county pays the enormous amount of 
$100,480 a year in wages, simply covers ele- 
vator and janitor service in these two builld- 
ings. The item for supplies, which eats up 
exactly $50,000, includés the fuel for steam, 
light, and sundry repairs i and around the 
building on the South Side, repairs.at the 
new Criminal Court Building being natural- 
ly out of the question yet awhile. To show 
the gross extravagance prevailing in the 
administration of the County Building the 
words of Commissioner Martin, one of the 
members of the County Board Finance com- 
mittee, are worthy of quotation: 

For $50,000 a year,“ he said, “I could run 
this building as it ought to be run, keep it 
well lighted, as it certainly is not, and have 
it thoroughly cleaned every day, as it never 
has been; and I would make money on the 
contract in the bargain.“

Oliver Ames was 
born Feb. 4, 1831, in 
North Easton, his pa- 
rents Oakes 
and Evelin Ames. He 
then entered the 
shovel works of his 
his father, where he 
served apprenticeship 
father, where he served an apprenticeship 
of five years, mastering the business in its 
most minute mechanical details. He took 
a special course at Brown University, and 
at 22 returned to the shovel works. In 1863 
he was admitted a member of the firm of 
Oliver Ames & Sons, and for several years 
personally superintended the mechanical 
business of the immense establishment. 

At his father’s death, in 1873, the numer- 
ous financial trusts held by him devolved 
upon the son, and he became directly con- 
cerned in a fiduciary capacity with various 
corporations, banks, and institutions with 
which his father held monetary relations. 

It is, perhaps, as a financier that Oliver 
Ames won his reputation. The Oakes Ames 
estate was at the time he assumed its settle- 
ment not only one in which immense and 
diversified interests were involved, scat- 
tered throughout different States of the 
Union, but it was also burdened with obliga- 
tions to the extent of $8,000,000 He met and 
paid the enormous indebtedness resting upon 
it, paid a million or more of legacies, and 
— still a large surplus to divide among the 

eirs. 

In religion Mr. Ames was a Unitarian, but 
that never prevented his helping other re- 
ligious organizations in the town in which 
he and his family were so great a factor. 

In 1860 Mr. Ames married Anna Coffin 
Ray, adopted daughter of William Hadwen 
of Nantucket.

TO MAKE ARMOR PLATE FOR RUSSIA. 


Carnegie Company to Help Bulld Its 
New Warships. 

New York, Oct. 22.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg today announces the Russian 
Government has just closed a contract with 
the Carnegie Steel company for a large 
amount of their patent armor, the recent 
tests of which at Washington were so re- 
rnarkable. The order is for immediate de- 
livery and will occupy the Homestead works 
for fully five months. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 22.—It has been 
known in Washington for some time past 
that the Carnegies have been . negotiating 
with Russia. Possibly influenced by the 
threat of further trouble in the far Bast the 
Russians have laid out.a large program for 
naval construction during the next year, so 
large, in fact, that their own domestic 
armor plate 28238 concerns could not 
be expected to supply all of the armor 
needed for the plating of the new ships. A 
close estimate shows the Russians will be 


| obliged te procure not less than 5,000 tons of 


armor from foreign sources. 

The Bethlehem company of Pennsylvania 
a few months ago secured a contract for 
about 1,200 tons of this armor, and since that 
time the Carnegies have been after a 
share of the business, having in view the 
termination of their contracts with the 
United States, which is rapidly approaching. 
An agent of the company a short time ago 
succeeded in inducing the Russian Govern- 
ment to make a test of their production un- 
der promise of a contract if the test came 
out well. The company made a big ten-inch 
plate by their new reforging process. It was 
16 feet long by 8 feet This was re- 
duced to the size of the Russian standard 
test plates by cutting off four feet from each 
end, and the middie séction was sent to 
Russia. The end pieces, 4 feet by 8, were 
brought to the Indian Head proven oar 
and submitted to ballistic test. e result, 
which was announced at the time, showed 
that the ten-inch plate was probably the best 
ever made. 

Later the Russian test of the middle sec- 
tion of the plate was made and confirmed the 
judgment based on the Indian Head trials, 
hence the Russians have closed a contract 
with the makers for more of this kind of 
plate, though just how much is not known 


here.

DURRANT*S DEFENSE Is SWEPT AWAY. 


Most Important Testimony of the Trial 
Ia Given, 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 22.—At the open- 
ing of court this morning the defense in the 
trial of Theodore Durrant announced it had 
finished its case and the taking of testi- 
mony in rebuttal was at once begun by the 
presecution. 

The testimony was the most important 
givén during the trial, as it conflicted with 
several vital statements made by Durrant 
while he was on the stand. The testimony 
of Dr. Gilbert F. Graham, for instance, is 
considered by many to sweep away Dur- 
rant’s entire defense. Graham, who is a 
medical student and an intimate friend of 
Durrant, told of a sensational interview that 
took place between himself and the prisoner 
at the county jail April 20. Dr. Graham 
was accompanied to the prison by J. S. Dun- 
nigan, a newspaper man, who was asked 
by Durrant to retire after he had been there 
a few minutes. 

Graham said after Durnigan stepped aside 
Durrant asked him if he would let him see 
his notes of Dr. Cheney's lecture in order 
that he might compare them with his own. 
Graham demurred at first, after which he 
said Durrant stated frankly to him he had 
no notes of the lecture. He said Durrant 
told him if he had the notes of the lecture he 
could easily establish a strong alibi for him- 
self and urged him to leave the notes with 
Mrs. Durrant in order she might bring them 
to him at the prison. Dr, Graham said he 
refused the request and never afterwards 
visited Durrant at the prison. 

Dr. Graham’s story was not shaken in any 
particular on ¢ross-examination. While he 
was testifying the jurors watched Durrant 
closely, but he gave no sign to indicate he 
considered the testimony of any impor- 
tance. Dr. Graham will be recalled tomor- 
row for further cross-examination. 

The first witnesses called in rebuttal by 
the prosecution were the five trustees of 
Emanuel Church. While Durrant was on 
the stand he testified he was asked to repair 
the sun burner at Emanuel Church on 7 — 
1 by the trustees. The trustees denied they 
had asked Durrant to make repairs of any 
kind at the church during March or April.

Mrs. Helen M. Barker Again the Treas- 
urer—Convention at Baltimore Is 
Unanimous for Equal Suffrage with 
an Edecational Qualification — 
Women Believe Themselves Unable 
to Overthrow the Liquor Evil With- 
eut the Ballot. 

Baltimore, Md:, Oct. 22.—{Special.]—This 
was the biggest day of the convention. Miss 
Frances Willard was retiected President 
for the fifteenth time and the delegates were 
as enthusiastic over her as they ever were. 

Big tears rolled down Miss Willard’s 
cheeks and dimmed her glasses as she 
thanked the convention for the honor con- 
ferred in reélecting her President. She 
spoke of a trip she had contemplated taking 
around the world with Lady Henry Somer- 
set, but Lady Henry could not go and the 
trip had been given up. 

“And so,” she continued, “I expect to re- 
main in our own dear land. If God gives me 
health and strength, if I continue to im- 
prove from a hygienic standpoint, I expect 
to go South. You have heard of the young 
man to whom it was said, ‘Go West, young 
man.’ Now, I think I hear a voice calling 
to me, Old woman, go South.’ P 

„There is much work there that needs at- 
tention, and I think the Board of Organ- 
izers will back me up in developing the work 
there. I have always liked the South, and it 
has treated me kindly. Before I stop speak- 
ing now I want to give you the motto which 
should guide my work of the coming year. 
I may fall far short of it, but I want to keep 
it in sight; it is this: ‘Only the golden rule 
of Christ can bring the golden age of man.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Louise Rounds of Illinois received 
nine votes for President as a compliment 
from her own delegation and then Miss 
Willard’s re#lection was made unanimous. 
Mrs. Katherine Lente Stevenson received 
323 votes for Corresponding Secretary, her 
present position, and was declared re- 
elected. Mrs. Clara C. Hoffman, Recording 
Secretary, received 818 votes and was de- 
clared the choice of the convention for an- 
other year. Mrs. Helen M. Barker, the 
Treasurer, was also reélected. Miss Willard 
reappointed Mrs, L. M. N. Stevens of Maine 
to the office of Vice-President-at-Large. 
Mrs. Hoffman reappointed Mrs. Beauchamp 
of Kentucky Assistant Recording Secretary. 


Politics Stirs Them Up. 


Politics and the suffrage question stirred 
up the convention at the afternoon session. 
The speakers’ eyes flashed and their voices 
were pitched to a higher key as they claimed 
their right to vote and declared their in- 
dorsement of the Prohibition party. The 
discussion arose over the prohibition and 
suffrage plans in the report of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions. The Prohibition party 
resolution as reported read: 

“We reiterate the pledge of our influence 
and our prayers to the party which repre- 
sents our cardinal principles of equal suf- 
frage and prohibition in its platform, and 
we would give the same support to any other 
3 which may make the like declara- 
tion.“ 

It was not a strong enough declaration for 
the Prohibition party to please most of the 
delegates, so Mrs. Boole of New York of- 
fered a substitute reaffirming the allegiance 
of the W. C. T. U. to the Prohibition party 
as the only party with the courage to speak 
out for the total annihilation of the liquor 
trafic and woman suffrage. Mrs. Carrie 
Grout of Illinois was warmly applauded 
when she said: 

It will be time enough for us to pledge our 
influence to any other party when they have 
done something to deserve it.“ | 

The substitute was adopted by an almost 
unanimous vote. The thirty-four Illinois 
delegates voted solid for it. The Massa- 
chusetts and Maine delegations were also 
unanimous for it. : 

Mrs. Clara Hoffman of Missouri declared 
the suffrage resolution too weak. She 
stood upon the platform and waving her 
hand over Miss Willard’s head said she 
wanted to exercise the right of franchise 
on other questions besides that of the liquor 
evil. Sherwanted a full right to the ballot. 

That's right! That's what we want.“ 
exclaimed delegates in all parts of the hall 
and their sentiments were indorsed by hun- 
dreds of women in the audience who ap- 
plauded them. N 

The resolution read as follows: 

“Believing that the ballot, in the hands of 
women, will be a powerful weapon for the 
overthrow of the liquor traffic, we will never 
cease to work for equal suffrage, with an 
educational limit, for both sexes, as a purely 
temperance measure.” 


Unanimous for Equal Suffrage. 


Mrs. Hoffman offered a substitute declar- 
ing that franchise for women was a meas- 
ure of simple justice, and that the W. C. T. 
U. would never cease to work for suffrage 
with an educational limit for both sexes. 
In support of her substitute Mrs. Hoffman 
declared unless we get suffrage cannot 
get prohibition.’’ 

Mrs. Louise Rounds of Illinois made a vig- 
orous speech in favor ot the substitute. The 
Western women were the strongest advo- 
eates of it, but when Miss Willard put the 
question the chorus of ayes was unanimous. 

“It sounds like a cyclone,’’ commented the 
President, as she declared the substitute 
adopted. ; 

The rest of the resolutions were adopted 
with some trifling changes. They deplore 
the attitude of the National Government to- 
with the liquor traffic, declare against the 
legalized saloon, advocate the political union 
of the reform forces of the Nation against 
the allied evils of injustice and intemper- 
ance, urge their brothers in the cause to 
adopt the name home protective party, ad- 
vocate stringent enforcement. of Sabbath 
laws, pledge support to the National Temper- 
ance Hospital, urge universal scientific tem- 
perance education, declare for purity in lit- 
erature and art, and declare against the use 
of chloral bromides, and other insiduous 
remedies which often lead to opium habit, 
pledge support to colored sisters, and de- 
nounce lynchings, sympathize with laboring 
men in every lawful effort to better their 
condition, belief in the principle of living 
wages, and expressing appreciation of the 
favorable attitude of the labor party toward 
the rights of women. 

The resolutions also express sympathy for 
the Armenians. 

Joshua Levering, the wealthy Prohibition 
candidate for Governor of Maryland, has 
made such a favorable impression upon the 
delegates to the National Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union convention that a 
majority of them favor his nomination for 
President by the Prohibition National con- 
vention next year. 

Mrs. Carrie Grout, Vice-President of the 
Illinois W. C. T. U., represents at the con- 
vention the Lever, a prohibition paper of 
Chicago. She has had an interview with Mr. 
Levering on Prohibition party matters, and 
says she will strongly advocate in the Lever 
Mr. Levering's nomination for President.

Hot Springs, Ark., Oct. 22,—[Special.}-"l 
have fought my last fight. I hereby an- 
nounce t I have retired from the ring, 
and will give the championship belt to the 
winner of the Maher-O’ Donnell fight.” : 

This startling and unexpected announce- 
ment was made this evening in the rotun¢a 
of the Arlington Hotel by James J. Corbett, 
a short time after indulging in a stormy in- 
terview with Martin Julian, whom he had 
come up from his training quarters to see 
and endeavor to persuade to agree to post- 
poning the meeting with Fitzsimmons until 
Nov. 11. 

The champion had just partaken of a 
hearty dinner, and had a cigar in his hand, 
and, turning to a friend at his elbow, re- 
marked: “I have quit training, and here 
goes for my first smoke.” So saying he 
lighted his cigar and leisurely puffed at it. 
“I will leave here tomorrow morning with 
my party for St. Louis. I have iost four 
months in training and allowing myself to 
be dragged from one point to another. I 
am satisfied now this man Fitgsimmons 
doesn't want to fight, and will not be her® 
to meet me. If he is anxious to tight why 
doesn’t he come on right now, before there 
is a law passed in the State to prevent us 
from meeting. Faugh! He won't fight, and 
I don't intend to lose any more time fooling 
with him.“ , 

By this time Corbett was surrounded by a 
crowd of interested persons and every word 
the champion uttered was greedily ab- 
sorbed. He remained standing in the center 
of the group reiterating the declaration that 
he had retired from the ring forever. 

Julian hati only to say that on the morning 
of the Sist Fitzsimmons’ name would be 
found on the register 6f the Arlington Ho- 
tel; that he would be ready to meet Corbett 
then, and no sooner or later, and that if 
Corbett was not here he would claim the 
forfeit and the championship of the world. 


Corbett Breaks O’Donnell’s Nose. 


An hour later Corbett changed his mind 
about leaving for St. Louis in the morning 
and gave it out he would remain here until 
after the Zist, come what would. Brady 
would not say how long he would. remain 
here, merely declaring he would not depart 
tomorrow. In his work this morning with 
O’Donnell at the training quarters Corbett 
struck O'Donnell a terrific blow on the 
nose, breaking it flat. The accident was 
greatly deplored by Corbett. 

The interview between Corbett and Julian 
was during another conference this evening 
which was held for the purpose of seeing if 
Julian would not recede from his position. 
The latter was as determined about the mat- 
ter today as he was yesterday, and would 
not recede an inch. He simply proposed to 
produce Fitzsimmons on the day of the fight. 
If the Florida Athletic club did not hang up 
the purse it had offered Fitz would fight 
Corbett for the stake money. At 8:20 p. m. 
Corbett and Brady struck out for a passing 
street car going toward the depot, and as 
they did not return to the hotel it is the sup- 
position they took the train for Spring Lake. 

Dan Stuart was seen directly afterward 
and asked if he had anything to say as to 
the situation. He said he did not know 
what the situation was, consequently could 
not say anything that would throw light 
upon it. 

Siekly Looking Crewdéd. 

The members of the pugilistic fraternity 
were a sickly looking crowd all day. Every- 
body, including the members of the Florida 
Athletic club, have been as much at sea all 
day as anybody else. There were numerous 
conferences, but the bomb that Julian ex- 
ploded in the general conference yesterday 
has apparently pierced the vitals of the 
whole prize fight enterprise. 

The announcement that the club would 
match Corbett against Maher has not pro- 
duced the slightest ripple of interest in the 
community or among the sporting people. 
Some people now express the belief within 
forty-eight hours the whole lay-out will be 
dispersed. A ripple of interest was caused 
this evening by a 4g that a message had 
been received from Little Rock that the Su- 
preme Court had affirmed the decision of the 
Chancellor, and that Gov. Clarke had shaken 
hands over it with Attorney Martin, and said 
he was done with it; there was no law he 
could call into requisition, and the pugilists 
could punch each other into insensibility if 
they so willed.

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CUP RACE CONDITIONS ARE FRAMED. 


Much More Liberal than Those En- 
joyed/»y Earl Dunraven. 

New York, Oct. 22,—{Special.}—Chairman 
Smith of the America Cup committee today 
made public the conditions framed to govern 
the races next year. They were sent to Sec- 
retary Thullussen of the Royal Victoria 
Yacht club last week. The date of the first 
race is July 23, ten months after the receipt 
of the challenge, but if Mr. Rose wishes this 
date will be changed for a later one. 

The conditions are much like those that 
governed the Defender-Valkyrie contests, 
with a few changes that were asked for by 
Lord Dunraven when the last match was 
being arranged. Each race is to be started 
to windward first. This is a condition Lord 
Dunraven asked for, pointing out at the 
time that in a race started to léeward the 
wind might change a few. points, and so ena- 
ble the yachts to sail over the course with- 
out any windward work. This is what hap- 

ned in the first race between Vigilant and 

alkyrie in 1893. 

Another change is in the limitation of the 
number of the crew. Next year the crews are 
to be limited to one man for every two feet 
of racing length.

One Match May Be Played Here, the 
Other at New York—Sehaecfer Says

Admiral Kirkland has just completed a 
two years’ tour of duty at sea, first in com- 
mand of the South Atlantic station and 
later in command of the European station.

Since 
then he has been in frequent collision with 
the Navy Department. His first offense 
Was in writing a personal note of congratu- 
lation to M. Faure upon his election as Pres- 
ident of the French republic.

Next the Admiral got into trouble because 
of his alleged remark that the missionaries 
in Armenia were a bad lot.“ Although he 
repudiated the remark it is said he was 
again reprimanded. Another mistake, said 
to have been made by the Admiral, was — 
rebuking the ship’s chaplain for not ap 
ing in full dress uniform ata he a 
tion, when, as a fact, the chaplain wore the 
only uniform prescribed by the regulations 
for the clergy.

Admiral Kirkland became uneasy under 
this series of rebukes, and plainly indicated 
his desire to be relieved of his command at 
the earliest’ convenience.

nish. The other ticket was nominated at a 
smaller caucus held Oct. 9 and simply sub- 
stituted John Nordstrand, I. C. Rogers, and 


Frank Pierce for Messrs. Lee, Bowen, and 
Cornish. It is said there are no issues and 


the second ticket was due solely to personal 
preferences. Under the circumstances no 
rioting is expected at the polls, and instead 
ef this the women are preparing a grand 
supper to be given to the triumphant candi- 
dates at the Hotel Irving as soon as the bal- 
lots have been counted and the result an- 
nounced. That there will be several thrill- 
ing speeches is also expected. 

The proposition for the incorporation of the 
village was adopted Sept. 21, the vote stand- 
ing 60 in favor of it, 4 against it, and 2 uncer- 
tain on account of informalities in the bal- 
lots. But this was the fourth attempt at in- 
corporation that had been made within a 
year. The territory of the projected village 
in the former trials was irregular and ec- 
centric in shape, reminding one of the shoe- 
string district in Mississippi. But the shape 
in which it triumphed is entirely symmetric- 
al. In fact, the new village is an exact 
square mile, except that its eastern line has 
been slightly eroded by the lake. The old 
Lake Bluff grounds, owned by the Lake Bluff 
Camp-Meeting Association, form the nu- 
cleus of the territory, and, to make the new 
village, is extended one-half mile on the 
north and west and one mile on the south, so 
as to adjoin the Village of Lake Forest. The 
population of this district in the summer 
season is anywhere from 1,500 to 2,000, but 
these are mostly visitors. The actual resi- 
dents number only 325, and in the winter 200 
of these reside in the city, without, how- 
ever, losing their domicile at Lake Bluff. The 
number of voters is seventy-five.

Whenever the vote of Ohio will be likely to assure 
the nomination of Garfield I appeal to every dele- 
gate to vote for him. Let Ohio be solid. Make 
the same appeal in my name to North Carolina 
and every delegate who has voted for me. 

“JOHN SHERMAN." 

The moment the nomination’ was made I sent 
the following dispatch to Garfield at Chicago: 

„Washington. D. C., June 8. 1880.— The Hon. 
James A. Garfield, Chicago, III.: I congratulate 
you with all my heart upon your nomination as 
President of the United States. You have saved 
the Republican party and the country from a 
great peril and assured the continued success of 
Republican principles. JOHN SHERMAN." 

Undoubtedly stories were told the Senator 
after the convention reflecting on Garfield, 
but his deliberate, final judgment was that 
they were not true. That was a sound, 


sensible conclusion. * 


ENGLAND AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

It is given out in a dispatch from London, 
published in yesterday's Trisuns, that 
Ambassador Bayard has been subjected to 
embarrassment and humiliation at the 
hands of Lord Salisbury. Mr. Bayard, 
under instructions from Washington, was 
reading a communication to Salisbury from 
the American Secretary of State and was 
interrupted by his Lordship with a remarx 
to the effect that he need read no further, 
as the British Government absolutely de- 
clined to recognize the proposed application 
of the Monroe doctrine.” This is only an- 
other demonstration that Salisbury is play- 
ing a bold bluff game with this country. 
He is not a big enough man to take this top- 
lofty position seriously and air himself in 
this fashion. If the authorities at Wash- 
ington have any sand in their gizzards they 
will at once call him down. 

In the same connection Lord Salisbury 
gave the State Department to understand 
that England was an American power be- 
fore the existence of the United States and 
her rights on this continent were anterior 
to those of the United States. Its rights 
are not anterior to those of the American 
people, who settled the Atlantic shores of 


| this Republic. They were here before En- 


gland ever did anything for them. She left 
them to fight their own battles with the 
Indians, with austere nature, and with all 
the difficulties of pioneer life in a strange 
land. But when they had overcome them 
and securely established themselves in 
America then she began to levy taxes upon 
them for her own uses. This government 
enunciated the Monroe doctrine more than 
70 years ago and organized the United 
States Government 120 years ago. When 
the English-speaking people on this con- 
tinent established an independent republic, 
and their example was followed by all the 
Central and South American States ex- 
cept Brazil, which nevertheless had a gov- 
ernment of its own independent of Portu- 
gal, then the doctrine was laid down by the 
United States Government that American 
republics should not be invaded or dismem- 
bered by European powers. That doctrine 
has been maintained ever since, and it is 
well known to England as the fixed policy 
of this country for three-quarters of a cent- 
ury. If there is any courage and firmness 
at Washington Lord Salisbury will not ef- 
fect anything by turning up his nose at that 
doctrine. He will be compelled to take the 
American view before he gets through with 
this Venezuela job. 

If England persists in refusing to arbi- 
trate this Venezuelan boundary question 
she must be given to understand that she 
cannot hold Venezuelan territory upon any 
such flimsy title as she sets up. There is 
another and very effective way of settling 
a dispute of this grave nature. Does not 
England know or has she forgotten that 
when our war of the Yebellion was over 
France, under Louis Napoleon, in violation 
of the Monroe doctrine, invaded Mexico, 
conquered it, and set up un Austrian Prince 
for Emperor and tried to keep him in power 
with a French army? Does she not re- 
member that this country served notice 
upon France to take her soldiers out of 
Mexico without delay, and read the riot 
act of the Monroe doctrine to her, and that 
France sent for her red-breeched soldiers 
and shipped them all back home, leaving 
her Austrian Emperor a victim to Mexican 
vengeance? And that this was done when 
Louis Napoleon was at the height of his 
power, with a big fleet of warships and a 
million soldiers at his call? 

This should be a lesson to England. She 
must get out of Venezuela or something dis-

The reasons he has given for opposing the 
measure are so insignificant and unsatis- 
factory that they ‘cannot be believed.

He is 
perpetually introducing crazy measures 
which he says will benefit the toilers, and 
yet the hypocrite and blatherskite talked 
and voted against a measure which will 
give labor 500,000 days’ work at good 
wages. He voted also against a park 
which will be much nearer. to his con- 
stituents and more frequented by them 
than any other in the city.

NOW IT Is VAN ALEN. 

It is reported that little Rhode Island has 
been shaken to its foundations all the way 
from Providence to Newport, a score of 
miles or more. It is an exceedingly di- 
minutive State and it does not take much to 
shake it, especially at the Newport end, 
where the social foundations rest upon 
quicksands, This time, however, it is a 
greater shake than usual. The society 
“Four Hundred” of Newport, of Provi- 
dence, of Hartford, and of New York have 
been disturbed with seismic quivers which 
not only have set their bells ringing and 
dishes rattling but have made the family 
skeletons dance in the closets in a most em- 
barrassing manner, 

At the bottom of this social earthquake, 
extending over three States, and perhaps 
more, for we are informed that when the in- 
vestigation comes there will be involved 
several prominent New England society 
people, State officials, and one man high in 
national affairs, is our old friend Van Alen, 
who two years ago was discussed from one 
end of the country to the other because of 
his appointment to Italy and his declina- 
tion of the appointment after he was ac- 
cused of purchasing it with a $50,000 con- 
tribution to the Democratic national cam- 
paign fund. This time, however, Van Alen 
comes to the front, not as a diplommatic 
place-hunter or a political martyr, but as a 
disturber of the peace of a household—an 
offense not uncommon in his class, but un- 
expected in the case of Van Alen, who has 
been set forth as a pattern of all the virtues, 
both private and public. 

The trouble began with a petition for di- 
vorce instituted by Mrs. Colt, wife of Sam- 
uel P. Colt of revolver family fame, but 
otherwise engaged in business in Provi- 
dence.

THE DO-NOTHING rt COMMIS- 

The two letters from Senator Chandler 
of New Hampshire, published in Tun 
Trisone of yesterday, may be described as 
a hot chain-shot fired by him at the railroad 
magnates who are preparing to break the 
inter-State commerce law and the officials 
who silently abet the act. One is addressed 
to President Cleveland, the other to Morri- 
son, Chairman of the Inter-State Com- 
mission. The Senator charges that the pro- 
posed action of the nine railroads, with a 
total capitalization of 3,000 million dollars, 
is a crime against the anti-pooling and anti- 
trust laws, and is a public fact as distinct 
and evident as the Cuban rebellion. He 
charges that the agreement, the terms of 
which have been published, is a conspiracy 
in restraint of trade and commerce, and a 
crime according to the act of July 2, 1800; 
that according to present appearances 
these railroad conspirators have swallowed 
the commission, and soon will devour un- 
hindered the substance of the people; that 
the lambs will soon be inside the wolves”: 
thatif when Railroad Commissioner Knapp 
made his recent statement he did not know 
the provisions of the law he ought to be re- 
moved for ignorance, and if he did know 
them he ought to be removed for’ willful 
falsification; and that if Commissioner 
Knapp told the truth the public and the 
railroads had better join immediately in 
abolishing the useless and worthless com- 
mission, because in such case it will be “a 
mere supernumerary statistical bureau, or, 
worse than that, a superserviceable tool of 
the railroads to help them acodwink and 
oppress the people.“ 

This view of the case is justified by the 
facts, Commissioner Knapp has admitted 
that the statement published in the Syra- 
cuse Post is a substantially accurate report 
of what he said in an interview. Hence he 
stands committed to the statement that if 
the new trunk-line agreement is a violation 
of the law the commission has nothing to do 
with it, and has not even a pretext for an 
investigation, besides which the trunk-line 
Presidents are to be commended for mak- 
ing the agreement, which he says is only 
“to adhere to the published rates and to re- 
fuse to give favored shippers lower rates 
than they give other shippers.” 

Commissioner Knapp thus has shown so 
clearly he does not understand the line of 
his duty, or is unwilling to pursue it, that he 
-has furnished the strongest possible reason 
for immediate removal by the President of 
the United States. For, as Senator Chand- 
ler shows by quotations from the act, it not 
only is made the duty of the commission to 
investigate on complaint by any person or 
corporation, and if necessary obtain a de- 
cree from a United States Court compelling 
obedienee to an order to desist, but als» 
“may institute any inquiry on its own mo- 
tion in the same manner and to the same ef- 
fect as though complaint had been made.” 
Furthermore, the shabby, weak, puerile, 
silly. statement made by Knapp, and ac- 
knowledged by him, must be accepted by 
the public as expressing the views of the 
other members of the commission unless 
promptly repudiated and disclaimed by 
them. But such disclaimer would do little 
good. The present Commissioners ought 
to be removed in any case, Knapp and the 
rest of them, for they have proven their 
inability or unwillingness, or both, to en- 
force the law against railroad pooling and 
against discrimination in favor of some 
patrons of the lines in preference to others. 
For years past they have not earned their 
salt,” They have not “taken the bull by 
the horns,” nor tried to do so. To the very 
great disadvantage of the American people 
and Jisrepute of the law they have petti- 
fogged the questions brought before them, 
have been complaisant with the criminals 
as if they were men whom it was not well 
to offend, and utterly ignored the rights of 
the great public which they were appointed 
to conserve and defend. Their continuance 
in the office is a practical intimation to the 
railroad grabbers that the latter need have 
no fear of any but a shiftless, make-believe 
nrosecution for any wrong-doing, and con- 
fidently may proceed to break the law as 
far as they can agree among themselves to 
do so. These dummy Commissioners, who 
refuse to see anything that has not struck 
them a hard blow in the face, and then are 
prepared to apologize to the offender 
against the law, should be dismissed at 


once, 


CONTROLLING LAKE LEVELS. 

Engineering News remarks of the Chi- 
cago drainage channel that there will flow 
through it “a river eight times as large as 
the low water. flow of the Merrimac at 
Lowell and four times as large as the low 
water flow of the Ohio at the junction of 
its two branches at Pittsburg, a stream that 
will be 15 per cent of the entire outflow of 
Lake Michigan, 4 per cent of the outflow of 
Lakes Superior, Huron, and Michigau com- 
bined, and more than 8 per cent of the flow 
in the St. Lawrence River.” It asks to 
what extent this will lower the level of the 
surface at lake harbors, and cites different 
estimates, including the average one by Mr. 
Cooley that the lowering will be a little more 
than 3% inches. 

Mr. Cooley argues that three or four 
times the maximum flow of 600,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute provided for by 
law could be sent through the drainage 
channel without injurious lowering of the 
lake level if Lake Superior were properly 
dammed so as to control its outflow. Of 
course bis object in saying this is to gain 
favor for his scheme of a big ship canal 
from Chicago to the Mississippi. The New 
York Times does not think Lake Superior 
will be dammed for that purpose, but _— 
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earlier than in Huron, and three months 
before that in Lake Superior. When act- 
ing as reservoirs under natural conditions 
the flow from the latter lakes does not 
maintain the level of Lake Erie. 


There seems to be little doubt in the | 


minds of men competent to judge that 
these measures would raise by two to three 
feet the low water level of Erie, and that of 
Michigan to a very much greater extent 
than sufficient to compensate for the lower- 
ing effect of the flow through the drainage 
channel, while Huron would share in the 
latter advantage. The carrying capacity 
of lake vessels then would vary but little 
throughout the year, so far as it is affected 
by the stage of water in the channels, and 
there would be an immense gain to lake nav- 
igation, because the usefulness of a vessel 
is limited by the depth of water in the shal- 
lowest part of its course. It is believed by 
competent engineers that there are no prac- 
tical difficulties in the way of the improve- 
ment, other than the money cost, that can- 
not be overcome, and that if the way is seen 
to pay for the work its value would far ex- 
ceed the cost, though that has not yet been 
estimated. But it should be observed that 
all this applies only to conditions as they 
would be affected by a flow of not more than 
about 600,000 cubie feet of water a minute 
through the drainage channel. The propo- 
sition by Mr. Cooley does not meet with 
indorsement from other engineers sufficient 
to prevent it from being rated as a wild 
goose flight of fancy which could not be 
actualized except at the expense of far more 
mischief than any good obtainable from it. 
In other words, the ambition of the gen- 
tleman to be. prominently identified with 
the opening up of a grand passage way for 
ships through the heart of the continent 
has induced him to take the one step beyond 
the sublime which lands him in the ridicu- 
lous, 


MR. BROBST SHOULD STUDY THE LAW. 

The Rev. Flavips J. Brobst is reported to 
have “aroused enthusiasm” at a Central 
Music Hall meeting on Monday by an- 
nouncing that “we need a Roosevelt today 
in Chicago” in order to close the saloons on 
Sunday. 

The orator seemed to have no doubt that 
if Roosevelt were Chief of Police or Mayor 
of Chicago at this time he would stop the 
sule of liquor on the first day of the week 
throughout the city. 

But something more than Roosevelt 
would be required. He would require to 
have the New York Sunday liquor law be- 
hind him or he could accomplish nothing. 
If he were in Mayor Swift's place, with 
the law as it is in Illinois, he would do just 
what Mayor Swift is doing. That is, he 
would enforce the ordinances of Chicago. 
The law which Roosevelt is working under 
now, while passed a few. years ago at the re- 
quest of Tammany and signed by Gov. 
Hill with no idea that it would be enforced 
except for political and blackmail pur- 
poses, places in the hands of the Police 
Board of New York extensive powers which 
the Mayor of Chicago does not possess over 
saloons. 

The Rev. Mr. Brobst should read first 
the excise law of New York and then he 
should read the Illinois legislation on the 
saloon question. He will find if he does 
that the law of 1818 making it a finable of- 
fense to sell liquor on Sunday was followed 
thirty-four years later by a law giving full 
authority to cities and villages over sa- 
loons, and granting them power to license 
saloons to sel! liquor on all days of the 
week. He will find also another law 
passed nine years still later directing cities 
and villages not to grant licenses to sell 
spirits for less than $500 a year or to sell 
beer for less than $150 a year, but contain- 
ing no direction not to grant licenses to sell 
on Sunday. 

And if the reverend gentleman will search 
the city ordinances he will find one passed 
some years since the fire, the legality of 
which no one has ever gone into court to 
question, which allows saloons to be kept 
open on Sunday. After carefully reading 
these statutes Mr. Brobst will be forced to 
the conclusion, if his mind is capable of 
comprehending a law when he reads it, that 
the old Sunday law of 1818 has prattically 
been repealed by later enactments, and 
that there is nothing left of it to enforce, 
and that the Mayor has nothing to enforce 
it with. If that obsolete old law were all 
Roosevelt had behind him, instead of a 
comparatively new Democratic law, the 
New York saloonkeepers would laugh at 
him. Indeed, he would not attempt to en- 
force it. 

It may be, however, that Mr. Brobst 
is not a dispassionate, cool-headed man, 
and even after he has studied the statutes 
may think the law of 1818 can be enforced 
to close saloons on Sunday. If so let him 
test it. All he has to do is to get evidence 
against any saloonkeeper of selling liquor 
on Sunday. Then, furnished with that 
proof—his own or that of some “spotter” 
friend—let him go before a grand jury and 
get the saloonist fined or indicted. Then 
he and the State’s-Attorney can convict 
that man in the Criminal Court. The sa- 
loonist will appeal to the Supreme Court, 
where all these disputed questions will be 
settled finally. That court will lay down 
the law. If Mr. Brobst thinks it will de- 
cide that the Mayor of #city is bound to or 
can legally enforce that old Sunday closing 
law Mayor Swift will do his sworn duty in 
the premises. If the Supreme Court decides 
that the old Sunday act of 1818 is super- 
ceded by later laws in regard to liquor sell- 
ing on any day of the week then Mr. Brobst 
will be spared from preaching erroneous 
law aud calling for Roosevelt to come to 
Ihinois. ;

WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO PAY DEBT. 


Huntington Wants Extension of Time 
or Government May Take His Road. 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 22.—C. P. Hunt- 

ington says the Central Pacific would not 

be able to pay its debts on the maturity of

WEST SIDE IS TO HAVE MANY EXTEN. 


SIVE IMPROVEMENTS, 


Plans Discussed at the Meeting of the West 
Park Board Yesterday Contemplate an 
Expenditure of $200,000 for Bicycle 
and Horse Speeding Tracks jn Garfield 
Park, an Electric Light Plant, Gymna- 
sium, and Natatorium for Douglas, and 
Ground for a New Boulevard. 


Preliminary steps toward extensive im- 
provements throughout the entire system of 
West Side parks and their connecting boule. 
vards were taken yesterday at the meeting of 
the West Side Park Commissioners in Union 
Park. The contemplated improvements will 
require an expenditure in the neighbor. 
hood of $200,000, and will include bicycle 
and horse speed ing tracks in Garfield Park, 
an electric plant, gymnasium, and natatori- 
um for Dougias Park, and the ucquisition of 
property to be used asa connecting boulevard 
between the Norch and West Sides. 

The latter will cost $60,000 and it will be 
necessary for the park board to negotiate the 
purchase of a strip of land 100 feet in width 
and 1,300 feet long in addition to 700 feet 
more, which penetrates the Snow estate. and 
and has been promised the park board, in 
consideration for the latter’s not assessing the 
estate for the improvement. 

The new driveway will connect with Hum- 
boldt boulevard at Western avenue and ex- 
tend northeasterly to Diversey avenue ata 
point 300 feet east of Oakley avenue, and the 
strip which it is understood will be deeded the 

Commissioners from the Snow estate takes in 
that part of the proposed drive from Eiston 
avenue to Diversey street. 100-foot 
boulevard, thus acquired, will be divided into 
a fifty-foot roadbed, with seventeen-foot 
grass plots and eight-foot walks on either 
side, land required for the street is va- 
cant with the exception of two lots, which 
contain buildings. 1 , however, are frame 
affairs, and it is believed can be purchased at 
reasonable figures. 

Authority to Execute Checks. 

Commissioner Moll introduced a resolution 
authorizing the President of the board, Har- 
vey T. Weeks, and Secretary Talty to execute 
all checks and documents pertaining to the 
acquisition of the right of way. This was 
adopted. The expense of construcing the 
new boulevard is tobe covered by special 
assessments, levied upon the property-owners. 
In speaking of the assessment Commissioner 
Molt said: 

It should be remembered that the value 
of the improvement to assessed property is 
generally three or four times the cost of the 
assessment.“ 

The matter of speeding tracks was brought 
before the Commissioners by Commissioner 
Graham, who introduced a resolution direct- 
ing the Finance and Improvement commit- 
tees to proceed at once with the preliminary 
work of removing the black soil from the 
line of the proposed track and contract for 
whatever common yee may be required in 
connection with the work; also to employ an 
architect to prepare plans and specifications 
for an appropriate ouiiding or grand stand. 

The track. which is to be somewhat higher 
than the surrounding ground, will be located 
in Garfiela Park. It will be approached by 
Jackson boulevard from the east and Hamlin 
avenue from the west. Subways are to be 
constructed communicating with the tracks 
from these streets so that the tracks cao be 
reached without crossing the same, thus pre- 
venting interference with horses and bicyciists 
who may be speeding at the time. The bicycle 
track will be a half. mile long, twenty-five 
feet wide on the straightaway, and gradually 
widening at the turns until the width at these 
points is thirty-five fest. At the homestretch 
the track will also be thirty-five feet wide for 
some distance. The grand tand will be built 
to accommodate 6,000 persons and will be 
500 feet long. It wiil be located upon the 
west side of the track, and will contain a 
number of dressing rooms and other apart- 
ments below the tiers of seats, Outside tha 
bicycle track isto be a ten-foot grass plot 
separated from the track by a stone coping, 
and next to it will be located the —— 
ing track, forty-five feet in width. Opposite 
the grand s will be a band stand, which 
will be made to accommodate a large number 
of musicians. This in ite entirety it is be- 
lieved will cost West Side taxpayers $50,000, 


$50,000 for Electric Light Plant. 


Another $50,000 will be expended upon 
the electric light plant, the location of which 
has not heen decided upon. These figures 
are approximate, as the board has not been 
advised by experts regarding the probable 
cost of the plant. Commissioner Mail in- 
troduced a resolution which passed provid 
for the employment of a mechanical an 
electrical engineer to take charge of the work. 
Ali of the parks and bou.evarde upon the 
completion of the work will be previded with 
adequate lighting facilities. 

In accordaace with a resolution introduced 
by Commissioner Charles J. Vopicka the Fi- 
nance and Improvement committees were au- 
thorized. to proceed at once with the improve. 
ment of Central Park boulevard viaduct, 
Commissioner Uihlein introduced a resolu- 
tion, which was referred to the Improvement 
committee, providing for the preparation of 
plans and specifications fora building to be 
erected in Humboldt Park, to be used asa 
barn, wagon shed, boat house, and toilet 
room. 

By request of the attorney for the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railroad com- 
pany an extension of time in the notice to 
the latter to construct a viaduct over its right 
of way upon Southwest boulevard, as provided 
for under a contract entered into by the Park 
Board and railroad company in 1883, was 
granted. The extension is for thirty days.

MORE INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL TROUBLE 


County Commissioners Get in a Wran- 
gle Over a Committee. 

The County Commissioners do not agree as 
to what has become of the committee which 
investigated the Evanston Industrial School. 
President Healy insists that when Gov. Alt- 
geld discharged the girls of that institu- 
tion the duties of the members of the com- 
mittee ceased. Other Commissioners are 
equally as positive that as the committee 
was appointed by President Healy to re- 
port to the County Board the commit- 
tee has not discharged its duty until this 
has been done. 

At a meeting of the Committee on Public 
Service yesterday a communication was re- 
ceived from Mrs. Glen Wood, Secretary of 
the Children’s Aid Society of Chicago. It 
contained a proposition to take the county 
dependent children and place them in homes. 
Commissioner Allen asked that the commu- 
nication be sent to the special committee 
which had been looking into the condition of 
the Evanston school This, Mr. Healy op- 
posed: He said when the Governor pardoned 
the girls out of the Evanston institution the 
duties of that committee were at an end. 
Mr. Allen asserted that until the committee 
made a report he should consider it in ex- 
istence. The motion to refer the communi- 
cation to the special committee was lost. 
however, upon a vote, and then Mr. Healy 
asked that it be sent to the five Commis- 
sioners from the country. His reason for 
this, he said, was that all these societies 
were of the same mind that the children 
should be placed in country homes, and for 
this reason the country Comissioners 
were interested. 

The communication from the Children’s 
Aid Society proposed to place all the de- 
pendent children in families where the chil- 
dren were healthy. Those with physical 
weakness, or traits of character which 
make it unlikely that homes could be found 
for them, the society proposed to have 
boarded in the country.

Immense Quantities of the Fluid Used in 
the Investigations. 

Since the crusade against milk dealers 
commenced the city laboratory 
alyzed 40,000 samples, The quantity 
of milk used in this work, or rather 
the quantity reesived at the laboratory, 
amounts to 12,500 #$£=g quarts, which 
at the rate of six cents a quart would be 
worth $750.

the samples brought in by dealers were quarts, 
so that Prof. Kenuicott estimates that he has 
handied 25,000 pints.

READY TO BECOME THE LAW. 


Work on the Sea Wall Expected to Be 
Started Shortly—Maj. Marshall Has 
the Specifications All Prepared— 
Text of the Official Permit—Con- 

gratelations from Business-Men 

Pour Inte the City Hall—Telegram 
from the Commercial Club. 

Mayor Swift will sign the Lake-Front 
Park ordinance this morning. The city will 
then have fulfilled its duty in bringing about 
a settlement of the old, old controversy be- 
tween the Illinois Central company and the 
Municipality of Chicago. 

The Mayor would have signed the docu- 
ment yesterday, but the clerks in City Clerk 
Van Cleave’s office were busy getting the 
copy of the Council proceedings ready for 
the printer. The ordinance will be sent to 
the Mayor's office this morning and it will 
be signed just as soon as it reaches the well- 
known black walnut, leather-topped table 
that has received so many important meas- 
ures. 

When the Mayor reached his office yester- 
day morning he found a lot of letters from 
prominent business-men congratulating 
him on the passage of the ordinance. There 
was a telegram from the Commercial club 
from Springfield while en route to St. Louis 
as follows:

Swift and Madden Rejoice. 

The Mayoralty telephone rattled every few 
minutes with a congratulatory message, an. 
altogether there was much rejoicing about 
the City Hall.

This will not be long, the Mayor 
said, as the officials of the company have 
agreed to commence just as soon as the nec- 
essary legislation was passed. The Mayor 
said he expected the work of filling would 
commence as soon as the sea wall had been 
fairly started. It is understood Maj. Mar- 
shall, the government engineer, will per- 
mit this. 

The Mayor has great confidence the work 
will be well done, as he regards Chief En- 
gineer Wallace of the Illinois Central as one 
of the most expert engineers in the country. 
Maj. Marshall will see to it that the govern- 
ment specifications are followed as to the 
sea wall. 


The permit for this wall and the filling was 
obtained from the government some time 
ago and is as follows: 

“Whereas, By Sec. 3 of an act of Congress 
approved July 13, 1892, entitled ‘An Act Mak- 
ing Appropriations for the Construction, 
Repair, and Preservation of Certain Public 
Works on Rivérs and Harbors, and for 
Other Purposes,’ it is provided that, without 
the permission of the Secretary of War, it 
shall not be lawful to build any wharf, pier, 
dolphin, boom, dam, weir, breakwater, bulk- 
head, jetty, or structure of any kind outside 
established harbor lines, or where no harbor 
lines are or may be established, in any port, 
roadstead, haven, harbor, navigable river, 
or other waters of the United States, ip such 
manner as shall obstruct or impair naviga- 
tion, commerce, or anchorage of said waters; 
or to excavate or fill, or in any manner to 
alter or modify the course, location, condi- 
tion, or capacity of any port, roadstead, 
haven, harbor, harbor of refuge, or inclos- 
ure within the limits of any breakwater, or 
of the channel of any navigable water of the 
United States, unless approved and author- 
ized by the Secretary of War; and 

‘Whereas, The City of Chicago, in the 
State of Illinois, by its Commissioner of 
Public Works, has applied for permission to 
Hl in for the purposes of a public park, es- 
tablished by ordinance of its City Council, 
passed June 27, 1805, a portion of the outer 
harbor at Chicago, Illinois, as far as the 
harbor line established by the Secretary of 
War, Sept. 22, 1802, the area to be filled in 
being shown on the attached blue print. 
Now 

Therefore, this is to certify that the Sec- 
retary of War hereby gives ape to the 
said City of Chicago to fill in for the pur- 
poses of a public park a portion of the outer 
harbor at Chicago, III., as far out as said har- 
bor line, as shown on said blue print, upon 
the following condition: 

That there shall be constructed along the 
dock line, and entirely inclosing the area to 
be filled, before any deposit whatever may 
be made, a substantial and tight bulkhead 
or retaining wall, extending not less than 
six feet above extreme low water in Lake 
Michigan, so constructed that it shall allow 
dredging to a depth of twenty feet against 
it, and shall be of sufficient mass to act as 
a retaining wall against a back filling reach- 
ing to its top. 

“That no more than, two openings, 100 
feet in width each, shall be temporarily left 
in this retaining wall or bulkhead for the 
passage of craft transporting the materia! 
for filling or deposit, which openings shall 
be closed upon notification by the Secretary 
of War. 

„ That the plans of such bulkhead or re- 
taining wall shall be submitted to and re- 
ceive the approval of the Secretary of War, 
andthe sence her in accordance with 
such approv es .
